There were recommendations on. 
possible budget cuts from a Bud- 
get Task’ Force created by the 
Educational Developriient Commit- 
tee. The EDC is a committee of 
teachers, administrators, board 
members and lay-people created 
by provisions of the agreement be- 
tween the Telstar Educators As- 
sociation and the S, A. D. 44 board 
of directors. 

The recommendation of the Bud- 
get Task Force would make a 50% 
reduction in funds available for 
teaching supplies; library and au- 
dio-visual supplies; reduce by one- 
half, stipends for extra curricular 
activities, and related items: re- 
duce department head stipends by 
50%; eliminate plans for a vehicle 
maintenance garage: eleminate the 
assistant principal, a guidance po- 
sition, and a phyiscal education 
position at Telstar; put grounds, 
transportation and buildings per- 
sonnel having supervisory duties, 
on salary versus hourly wage; 

- have a 25 cent (per week) stu- 
dent towel fee at Telstar; reduce 
overtime for custodial personnel: 
reduce number of telephones at 
Telstar; and cut the maintenance 
of plant figures by 505%. 

It was the evident opinion of the 
board that cuts recommended in 
the teaching supplies area was too 
great as they tentatively approved 
a cut of 20%, a potential saying of 
some $20,000. 

Also tentatively approved by the 
board was a reduction in stipends 
by 50% for extra-curricular acti- 
vities, and related items that po- 

_tentially would save some $17,330. 

A proposal to eliminate plans for 
a vehicle maintenance garage {ail- 
ed receive board approval. 

A motion to delete budget pro- 
posals relating to the entire ath- 
letic program failed to received a 
second.
